Openimrof Iilne to Halifax— The Advent of 
the O.P.R. Balled with Delight. 

ELtLirAX, N. S., Jan. 10.— The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Co.'s line of tele- 
grapli was eonipleted here lo-,lay and 
the Halifax otliee opened for business. 
The advent of the CP. K. lulcgrapli was 
hailed with delight not only by the 
business community, but more especially 
by the government and tho ^ress. Here- 
tofore all government official business 
lia« been <ione under the control of the 
Western Union Teleyraph Co., of New 
\'ork, whii^li, (luring the liahericM dis- 
pute between tlie Dominion govern- 
nitnl and the United .States, might have 
been a mailer of .serious concern. The 
press news supplied to the iiuiritiine 
])r()viiiee papei-s has also been compiled 
in Boston, making the newspaiicrs de- 
pendent upon our American coiiains for 
not only their lOuropeau but moat of 
their ('aiiailiau news. The imperial 
authoritiea here arc also gralitied at 
Halifax being placed in direct and in- 
stant coimiiunication with Vancouver and 
Victoria, Vi\C. The C. 1'. H. line lo 
Halifax was eonatruoleil under what 
must have seemed nnsiuiiiountable difU- 
cultica. From Vancoboro Mine lo Hali- 
fax and Now Glasgow, X. .S., tlie West- 
ern Union Company though controlling 
the rigbt of-way on the New lirunawiek 
and Intercolonial railways, hoped to 
prevent llie completion of this national 
lino. Tlie C anadiaii Pacific were, how- 
ever, not to be beaten, and their line 
was constructed immediately outside 
tho railway fences. This necessitated 
getting the peniiission of every farmer 
along a distance of over four hundred 
miles to erect the necessary telegraph 
fixtures. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
now control a continuous line of tele- 
graph from C»n80 and Halifax on tho 
Atlantic'^ to Vancouver on ths Pacific, 
and also fo San Bernardino one hundre<l 
uiilca south of Los Angeles in Southern 
California, a distance of nearly six 
thousand miles.

We regret that tlie Timea conaiJera it 
part of its mission to stir up discoutcui 
among tlie teachers of the public school 
;.and to make them believe that they ar 
subjected to grimliug tyranny. i 
newspaper that had the good of the 
province at heart would seek rather to 
aid and support those who aro entrusted 
with the administration of our educa 
tional system than to misrepresent and 
■ traduce thoui, and to create ill-feeling 
:and diatru.'jt between them and t\v 
teaohora. A very great deal depeiuli 
upon the aystem woi-kiug liiiniioniuusly 
upon the teachcra having cuutidcuco in 
the oUiciuIs and upon the otiicialsliaving 
cause to trust and respect the teachers.

. political capital, is to be gained by set- 
■ting tho teuchura against the educu 
tion depai'Luieut and tho deijartiueul 
against the teachera.

We are very sorry to 
see that our contemporary represents so 
useful and in every way so respectable u 
body aa the teachers of British Colum- 
bia to be a set of time-servers and syco- 
phants. We uro very certain tliat they 
are not so and wo are equ^iUy ocrLuin 
that the Govormiiuiu aud city trustees 
.require nothing of the , teachera 
which self-respecting men and women 
cannot do readily and olieerf ully. 

The Times is not particularly clear in 
stating tho .specitic acta of alleged 
tyn-iuny to wliieh the teachers are auh- 
jectod. It knows that tlie teaf^liera of 
this province are public aervantb. Kiiles 
are made by the Department of Educa- 
tion for their guidance. The Times 
writes as if tho teachers should be per- 
fectly independent of tlio Oovernment 
that employs ihoin and pays them their 
salaries. It ia ijuito poa.sible that some of 
tlio teachers nmy cousiiliir the i-e{,\ilu- 
tiona of the Department onerous and 
unpleasant to comply with, so do; some 
of the servants in every' Borvice' in tht 
country, private as well as public, if 
tlic servants hnd the iii.iliiuy of the rdlu.s 
they would, no doubt, in ilii- oiiiiiiou <;f 
some of the noiscst of tliuiu, lie nnich 
better than they are. But it so happens 
that in the present conditlo{> .qf,^Mciety 
the employer conaiders that h« should 
have Bomethiug to say aa to the tertns 
of service. The tuiichers, who are 
sensible therefore, do not coinpliiiii that 
they arc reciuired to cojnply with ilio 
rules laid down by tho Department. 
And they do not consider it tyranny 
when tho Pepartmcut insists upoi'. all 
who agree to teach under the law of the 
Province conforming to the rules anrl 
regulations of tho Gov<'rnnient. 

We notice that teachoia aro by no 
means buckwnrd in siyiiig what they 
thiukot I hose Mill's, niul wo have uuveryot 
heard of any uf thuni getting into trouble 
for exptessing bis or her opinion of tliu 
Bobool system and the way in which it 
is administered in anything like toin- 
perate terms. When our contemporary 
says that "ill (ho province of BritiBli 
Coluinlji i it I'ays a tcai/lier to bij a time- 
server and abycoi)liai.l,"itBttttes whatia 
not tbo case, It pays the teacher in 
British Columbia to do his work dill-' 
gently and conscientiously and to tlio 
beat of his ability, If he does this he 
need bo neither a tiuie-sei'ver nor u syco- 
phant. On the coiiliaiy, lie can ho as 
indopendunt aa any mn,n in the country. 
Jl^i the ttMchers must not espoct to run 



the educational department. It is, we 
suap ict, that becaruie Borae touchers ha%-c 
tried to do thifi and have signally failed, 
that the roadera of the Times are treat- 
ed to a snarl and u whino about the 
wrongs of the public teachers. The 
writer evidently intended to be very se- 
vere on the Government, but his vague 
genoialitiea leave the .\dmini8tration 
untouched, while his laliored descrip- 
tions place the teachers in a most un- 
pleasant light. -He, ■ no doubt, does 
thum a very great injustice. They are 
not tho cowards, the time-servers or the 
spiritless creatures which ho represents 
them to be.

Eneli'hd has been nsited^ by a new 
plague. ■ It is'the plague' of rats. RatS 

arc found everywhere, not in the towna 
only, and ill the farm biiildiiiga and 
grain stacks, but iu the liehls and by 
tho ro.id sides. They liurrow in the soft 
clay and make raids into the tields and 
destroy the growing and gathered crops. 
The potatoes and turnips are devoured 
by them as well 08 ' the: grain. All the 
rat-killing forcos'nave ■ been ut work, 
cata, terriers, traps, poison, weasels, etc., 
but they have made little or no impres- 
sion on the mischievous and destructive 
host. No one seems to. ^.kuO«r where 
they came from or what iB.the cause of 
their appearing iu such numbers. One 
theory ia that- 'the •' birds and other 
creatures which prey upon rats having 
been wantonly destroyed, there ia no 
check ujjon their increase. Whatever 
may have been the c^se of it the 
plague of rats is just now giving the 
English agriculturist a yery^ great deal 
of anxiety and annoyance.; ' ' 

"LAGBIPFE!" 

To THE Editor : — Such is the e.vchi 
ination in tho mouth of nearlj- every 
body we meet, and, unless the epidenii 
of colds among iis be something' else 
than veritable "la gripjie" in a very 
mild f<n-m, an afUictioii from wiiich very 
lew are exempt. We meet a friend in 
the atreet and ask after hia welfare 
"Confound it all, I feel all out of sorts 
I ilon't know what the world is wrong 
with me. I do not think I have a regu- 
lar cold, but 1 feel ten times worse than 
if I had." From the east and Europe 
we receive serious news. In Paris, New 
Vork, London and .St. Petersburg, we 
hear of this now epidemic in its worat 
phases. It little matters where it ori 
ginated ; the question ia, where will it 
end ? What is it ? There 
no reason for special alarm, 
.iiid no ground for supposing 
that we have the la grippe in Victoria. 
.Still we cannot shut our eyes to the fact 
that the aches and coughs we are at pres- 
ent suffering from cannot exactly be ac- 
counted for by the cold snap we have 
experienced.' Nor are the symptoms al- 
together ' those of an 'ordinary cold, 
pains' in the .back. The eyes painful 
to the touch'' and 'abhes in the limbs 
soinetiinesaccompanied' by .a"hanm 
cough a nd sore throat are somei ' of ' bbe 
syniptoniB common among us. Some of 
these symptoms are not the 
usual aCcompunimenta of the or- 
dii'aiy cold. I do not doubt for 
a moment that this alllictioii from 
uhicli so many of us are suifering ia 
■ontagioua. Id most of the liotela and 
iioardiiig houses not occu[iieil liy traiis- 
lents it bus bail the run of the house. 
( )ni; iiiau would coiiiliieiict: the concert 
.uiil gradimlly everj-body would become 
a-ore or less alllicted. A feeling of 
usolcusness and great deprc ;.^ion of 
spirit.s almost iiivarialdy goes along 
with it. What have the medical men 
of Victoria got to say about it '; I oidy 
e.vpresa the sentiment of a large ma- 
jority when 1 say 1 would liku to have 
their o])iiiioii on the subject, uud «oiild 
feci glad if some member of the metlical 
faculty would give us some light through 
the medium of thepress. > .

I'conlliir Aclioiu of a Kleh Mas Hrouu'ht 
Out in Court. 

C'liltiAuo, .Ian. 10. May K. Graham 
began a suit in the Circuit Court against 
Henry 11.
